ORDER 
In the G.O. read as 1st paper Government issued a sit of rules govern . 
ing the issue of pumpsets and agriculturalmachinery to cultivators un hire 
purchase system . Subsequently in G.O. read as 2nd paper another set c ? 
rules on the same matter coming under the schemes sponsored by the 
Agriculture Department was also issued . It is considered necessary that 
these two sets of rules may be unified and provision made in these rules 
for issuing pumpsets and Agricultural machinery to Cooperatives and 
Panchayats also . 

2 . Government, therefore issue the following urified rules for the 
purpose .

RULES FOR THE SUPPLY OF AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY 

AND PUMPSETS ON HIRE PURCHASE 
1 . ( i) These rules may be called the Kerala Agricultural Machinery 
and Pumpsets (Supply on hire purchase ) Rules, 1965 . ( ii ) They shall 
apply to loans granted both by the Agriculture Department and Develop 
ment Department. 

2 . These rules shall come into force on 1-3-1965 . 

3 . The term " pumpset" includes pumpsets operated by hand , pump 
sets run by oil engines and pumpsets driven by electrical motor. 

4. The term " agricultural machinery" includes agricultural implements 
such as, plant protection equipments, sowing and intercultivation imple 
ments , sprayers, dusters, harvesters, bone crushers, threshing machine , 
tractors and sugarcane mills . 

5. All applications for, agricultural machinery or pumpsets shall be 
presented in duplicate in Form No. I attached to these rules to the Agri 
cultural Assistant the Agricultural Extension Officer having jurisdiction 
over the area in respect of loans from Agriculture department funds and 
to the Block Development Officer in respect of loans from Block funds . 

6. An applicant for , agricultural machinery or pumpsets under these 
rules- 

(1 ) shall be solvent to the extent of not less than twice the cost 
of the machinery or pumpset required to be supplied provided that solvency 
certificate shall not be insisted upon when the applicants tender National 
Savings Certificates, Government Promissory Notes or Treasury Saving 
Certificates to the full value of the machinery or pumpsets and transfer 
them in the name of the granting authority ; 

( ii ) shall furnish one of the following securities, namely : 
( a ) land or other immovable properties free of encumbrices 

to the value of not less than twice the cost of the machinery 
or pumpset applied for ;. 

OR 
( b ) National Saving Certificate , Government Promissory Notes 

or Treasury Saving Certificates to the full value of the 
machinery or pumpsets applied for , transferred in the name 
of the granting, authority : 

OR 
( c ) two personal sureties . Each of the sureties shall be certified 

by the Tahsildar to be solvent to the extent of twice the 

amount of the cost of machinery or pumpset applied for. 
Note : ---All applications shall be accompanied by the following : 
(i) ( a ) Names of two sureties, who will execute Surety Bond in 

Form No. II annexed to these rules ; and 
( b ) Solvency certificate of each of the sureties issued by the 

Tahsildar for a clear margin of two times, the cost of the 
machinery or pumpsets to be supplied .

7. On receipt of applications along with the documents rferred to in 
rule 6 the Block Development Officer Agricultural Assistant shall conduct 
enquiries regarding the solvency and bona fides of the applicant, and the 
reasonableness of the price of the machinery or pumpset shown in the 
application . The Block Development Officer will sanction the purchase 
the pumpset or machinery applied for if it is within his powers or foreni 
the application with the connected records with his enquiry report within 
seven days of the receipt of application to the Revenue Divisional Officer 
or the Collector, as the case may be, according to the value of the 
pumpset or machinery and subject to the provisions of rule 8. The Agri. 
cultural Assistant shall forward the application with the connerted scords 
with his enquiry report to the District Agricultural Othcer within seven 
days of the receipt of application . 

8. (i) The following officers shall be competent to sanction the purchase 
of the agricultural machinery or pumpsets the value of which will not 
exceed the amount specified against each of them .

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(il) The District Agricultural Officer on receipt of application from 
the Agricultural Assistant shall himself conduct enquiries regarding the 
solvency and bona fides of the applicant and sufficiency of security olfered 
and the correctness of the price of the machinery or pumpset and if 
satisfied sanction the purchase and supply of the machinery or pumpset, 
as the case may be , to the applicant provided the value does not exceed 
Rs. 2,500 where the cost of the machinery or pumpset applied for exceeds 
Rs. 2,500 the District Agricultural Officer shall forward the application 
with his recommendations to the Deputy Director of Agriculture in the 
Office of the Regional Joint Director who may sanction it if it is within 
- his powers of sanction and if it exceeds his power of sanction, he shall 
forward it to the Joint Director (Regional) for further action . Where 
the cost of machinery or pumpset exceeds the powers of sanction of the 
Joint Director (Regional ), he shall forward the application and the 
connected records, to the Director of Agriculture for further action . Where 
the cost of machinery and pumpsats exceeds the powers of sanction of 
the Director of Agriculture he shall forward the application and the 
connected records to the Government for sanction . 

( iii) In the case of loans for pumpsets to be sanctioned from Block 
funds, if after enquiries the Block Development Officer is satisfied of the 
solvency and bona fides of the applicant and the sufficiency of the security 
offered and the correctness of the price of the pumpset, he shall sanction 
the purchase of the pumpset provided the value does not exceed the 
amount he is competent to sanction. Where the cost of the pumpset 
applied for exceeds the amount he is competent to sanction , but does not 
exceed the amount the Revenue Divisional Officer is competent to sanction , 
the Block Development Officer shall forward the application together with 
his recommendation to the Revenue Divisional Officer for sanction . Where 
the cost of the pumpset applied for exceeds the amount the Revenue 
Divisional Officer is competent to sanction , the Block Development Officer 
shall forward the application together with his recommendation to the 
District Collector who shall sanction it if within his powers of sanction 
and transmit the same to the Government for sanction if it is not within 
his powers of sanction . 

(iv ) In the case of loans for the purchase of agricultural machinery 
from Block funds, it after enquiries, the Block Development Officer is 
satisfied of the solvency and bona fides of the applicant and the suffi 
ciency of the security offered and the correctness of the price of the agri 
cultural.machinery , he shall sanction the purchase of the machinery 
provided the value does not exceed the amount he is competent to sanction . 
Where the cost of the machinery exceeds the amount he is competent 
to sanction but does not exceed the amount the Revenue Divisional Officer 
is competent to sanction , the Block Development Officer shall forward 
all such applications and connected records with his recommendation to 
the District Agricultural Officer for transmission with remarks, to the 
Revenue Divisional Officer for sanction . Where the value of the machinery 
exceeds the aniount the Revenue Divisional Officer is competent to sanction , 
the Block Development Officer shall forward all such applications and 


connected records with his recommendation to the District Agricultural 
Officer for transmission to the Collector who may sunction those whirn 
are within his powers of sanction and transmit others to the Government 
for sanction . 

( v ) Copies of the sanction order shall be communicated to the appli. 
cant and to the officers concerned . 

9. The amount of advance outstanding (excluding int rest ) at any one 
time against any one cultivator or land holder under the rules or value 
of the machinery or pumpset purchased shall not exceed Rs. 30.000 
(Rupees thirty thousand only ) . 

10. On receipt of orders sanctioning the loans, the applicant shall 
deposit a sum equal to one tenth of the value of the machinery or pump 
set, as the case may be, as security for the due and faithful fulfilment 
of the terms and conditions under which the machny or pumpset is 
supplied to him . The chalan for the remittance of the amount into the 
Treasury shall be countersigned by the Agricultural Assistant or thus 
Block Development Officer, as the case may be. The Deposit amount 
will not bear any interest. The applicant shall also execute an agreement 
in Form No. III and a surety bond in Form No. Il or an agreement in 
Form Nos. VA or V B and a surety bend in Form No. II or i. mortgage 
deed in Form No. IV as the case may be. 

11. The stamp duty payable on the documents referred to in rule 10 
and all other expenses incidental to their execution and registration, if 
necessary, shall be borne by the hirer. 

12. The District Agricultural Officer Block Development Officer, as the 
case may be , shall , on deposit of the security and on execution of the 
" documents referred to in rule 10 above " arrange" for the purchase and 
delivery of the machinery or pumpset, as the case may be, to the applicant. 
The District Agricultural Officer Block Development Officer shall also 
keep the agreement etc., with connected records in safe custoly and 
take necessary action for the recovery of the instalments . 

13 (1) The hirer shall pay as rent the value of the pumpset with interest 
calculated at 512 (Five and a half ) percent per annum or such other 
percentage as may be fixed by the Government from time to time in not 
more than six equated half yearly instalments in cases where the value 
of the pumpset does not exceed Rs. 500 and in all other cases in not more 
than ten equated half- yearly instalments. The repayment of the first 
instalment of the rent will be made on the date of expiry of six months 
from the date on wifich the pumpset is actually delivered to the hirer . 

(ii ) If the hirer satisfies the Government that the payment of rent 
for any particular half year , on the due date is induly burdensome to 
him , the Government, may suspend the payment of rent for that half 
year and also the subsequent half years for a period not exceeding trelve 
months provided however, that in case any rent is suspended as herein 
provided the hirer shall pay interest at the rate of six percent per annum 
for such rent for the period of such suspension . 

14 . The amount deposited by the hirer under rule 10 shall be adjusted 
against the last instalment of the hire . 
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15 . A subsidy of 25 (twenty five ) per cent of the value of the pump 
set will be granted in cases where pumpsets are supplied from funds 
provided under the Community Development Programme. 

16. (i) The subsidy mentioned in rule 15 shall be paid at the point 
of sale, whether it is a sale on hire purchase or an outright sale , subject 
to the following conditions namely : 

( a ) The purchaser hirer shall use the pumpset for a minimum 
period of one year in casa its value does not exceed Rs. 500 and for two 
years in all other cases; and 

(b ) he shall execute an agreement in Form No. V ( A ) or V ( 3 ) 
as the case may be, appended hereto. 

(ii) The Block Development Officer shall inspect the premises where 
the pumpset is installed at least once in six months and satisfy himself 
that the provisions of the agreement are observed and performed . 

17. The hirer shall at any time during the hire have the option of 
purchasing the pumpset or machinery and in that event he shall be given 
credit of all sums previously paid by him under the rules. 

18. Until the value of the machinery or pumpset with interest is paid 
in full, the machinery or pumpset, as the case may be, shall remain the 
property of the Government. 

19. On every half yearly instalment of rent which is not paid on the 
due date a penalty at the rate of 2 (two ) per cent shall be recovered 
from the hirer for the period from the due date to the date of actual 
payment. 

20. Interest and penalty for default under these rules shall be calcu 
lated for complete months only . For this purpose 15 days or more shall 
be reckoned as one month and periods less than 15 days shall be discarded. 

21. It shall be the duty of the Agricultural Assistant|the Agricultural 
Extension Officers the Block Development Officer , as the case inay be, 
to inspect the machinery or pumpset supplied to the cultivators within 
his jurisdiction at regular intervals of time. The Agricultural Assistant 
the Agricultural Extension Officer shall report to the District Agricultural 
Officer instances of violations of the terms of supply of machinery 
pumpsets . 

22 . If at any time the officer who supplied the machinery or pumpset 
either on the report of the Agricultural Assistant or otherwise is satisfied 
that any of the conditions under which the machinery or pumpset is 
supplied has been violated by the hirer or when the hirer has defaulted 
the payment of two consecutive instalments of rent, he shall after 
recording in writing the grounds for his action take elther one or both 
of the following steps for the recovery of the amount due to the Govern 
ment namely : 

( i ) forward the loan file and documents to the Tahsildar concerned 

to recover the dues forthwith under the provisions of the 

Revenue Recovery Act for the time being in force. 
( ii ) take possession of the machinery or pumpset, as the case may 

be, in the presence of two witnesses if he is satisfied that the 
machinery or pumpset is in good working order and take steps 
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to sell it in public auction after giving wide publicity "The 
auction sale shall be conducted within 15 days from the cut 

of taking possession of the machinery or pumps t. 
Note :-The Block Development Offires and the Onicers of the Agri. 
culture Department shall have the power to enter into or on any 
premises occupied by the hirer and search the same in order to take 
possession of the machinery or pumpset. 

23. If in case proceedings are taken under rule 22. the hiri : shall not 
be given credit or set off for the amount deposited by tam utrule 10 
He shall not also be allowed the benefit of subsidy under rule 13. The 
entire amount of subsidy shall be recovered from him . 

24. The amount realised on auction sale of the inachinery pungent shall 
be adjusted towards the balance amount due from the hirer. 

25. Pumpsets and or agricultural machinery may be sold on hire 
purchase according to these rules to Municipalities and Panchayats for 
assisting cultivators in securing irrigation . In their cases, ug and 7 
shall not apply . The Block Development Oficer O !! icer of the grl 
culture Department should , however , satisfy, himself of the ressonableness 
of the price of the pumpset and or agricultural machinery quoted in the 
application . The Panchayats and Municipalities shall not be required 
to execute the surety bond or mortgage bond prescribed in these le . 

26. Pumpsets and or agricultural machinery may also be 30!! 10 lire 
purchase according to these rules to Lift Irrigation Co -operative Societies 
or to any Co- operative Society having as its object the improvement of 
agriculture. In their case rules 6 and 7 shall not apply. The hire 
purchase of pumpsets and or agricultural machinery shall. however, te 
sanctioned only if the Deputy Registrar of Co-operative Societies con . 
cerned recommends the loan application and certifies that the s3.ts 
of the society will be sufficient cover for the loan. The society shall 
offer its general assets and the pumpset and or agricultural machinery 
as security for the loan and execute the agreeinent and mortgage deed 
prescribed in Forms III and IV respectively . 

27. On realisation of all amounts due to the Government in respect 
of the supply of machinery or pumpset under these rules, without 
resorting to auction sale of the machinery or pumpset under rule 22. 
the property in the machinery or pumpset shall vest with the hirer. 
28. The District Agricultural Officer Block Development Officer, as the

ORDER 
According to the existing provisions in Rule 70 , 
Part III, Kerala Service Rules , Officiating Pay is not 
reckoned in the calculation of death -cum - retirement 
gratuity . So also , under Rule 72 , Part III – Kerala 
Service Rules, only a part of the Officiating Pay is 

2176 Eg . 
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counted for purposes of calculation of pension even 
in the case of officers having substantive appoint 
ments, who retire after officiating continuously in 
higher post ( s ) for a long period . The question of 
modifying the provisions in the Kerala Service Rules 
to the advantage of officers who held permanent posts 
in substantive capacity but retire from officiating or 
temporary appointments on higher grades of pay has 
been engaging the attention of Government for some 
time past. Having considered all aspects of the 
matter against the background of the amended rules 
in the Government of India Central Service Rules in 
this respect , Government are pleased to order that 
the relevant provisions in the Kerala Service Rules 
shall be amended on the following lines: 

(i) In the case of an officer who holds a per 

manent post in substantive capacity but 
retires after officiating in a higher 
permanent post or holding a higher 
temporary post continuously for not less 
than three years, his emoluments for 
pension /death - cum -retirement gratuity in 
respect of the higher post for any period 
beyond three years continuous service in 
that post shall be determined as if he held 
in substantive capacity a permanent post 
on a time scale identical with that of the 

higher post. 
(ii) Where an officer, who held a permanent 

post in substantive capacity , has at any 
time during the last three years of his 
service officiated in a higher post (s ) and 
or held a higher temporary post( s ) one 
half of the difference between his substan 
tive pay and the pay drawn in higher 
post ( s ) shall be reckoned for purposes of 
calculation of pension death -cum -retire 
ment gratuity . 
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Accordingly the following notification of the 
amendments to the Kerala Service Rules will be 
published in the next issue of the Gazette . 

NOTIFICATION 
In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso 
to Article 309 of the Constitution of India , the 
Governor of Kerala hereby makes the following 
amendments to Kerala Service Rules , namely : 

Amendments

In part III of the said Rules : 

I. for rule 70 , the following rule shall be substi 
tuted , namely :

( c ) fees or commission , if they are authorised

In this case , emoluments means the average 
earnings for the last six months of service . 

( d ) Special pay 
( e ) Dearness pay 
(f ) save as otherwise provided in rule 70 ( A ) , 

One half of the difference between the 
substantive pay and the pay drawn in 
higher officiating or temporary appoint 

ments . 
(g ) one half of the officiating temporary nay 

drawn in cases where an officer retires 
before the expiry of three years after first 
confirmation in any post ; and the full pay 
drawn in the contingency work establish 


ment in cases where an officer who having 
been absorbed into the regular establish 
ment from the contingency work establish 
ment retires before completing three years 

service in the regular establishment. 
Explanation : 

Dearness pay mentioned in the rule means the 
dearness pay the officer was actually in receipt of . 
Note.- ( 1 ) The definition of the term " emoluments" as used in Clause (c ) 

of this rule applies to the case of gratuity only and not 
to pension . In cases in which fees or commission are drawn 
in addition to pay, pension should be calculated on " average 
emoluments " as defined in rule 71 . 


Note.- ( 2 ) In the case of an officer, who has submitted medical certificate 

of incapacity for further service while on leave other than 
earned leave, the period of leave up to the date of its 
termination when that is later than the date of the medical 
certificate should be taken into account for the purpose of 

calculation of average emoluments.. 
Note.- ( 3 ) In the case of an officer who has been granted leave pre 

paratory to retirement and who during the currency of the 
leave earns an increment which is not with -held, the officer 
is entitled to count the pay which he would have drawn had 
he remained 
on duty as " emoluments" even though the 

increase in pay is not actually drawn during leave . 
Note.-- (4 ) In the case of an officer, who immediately before his retirement 

or death , has been absent from duty on leave with allowances, 
his emoluments for the purpose of calculating service 
gratuity and or death -cum -retirement gratuity should be 
taken at what they would have been had he not been absent 
from duty ; provided that the amount of gratuity is not 
increased on account of increase in pay not actually drawn ;

II . After rule 70, the following rule shall be 
inserted, namely :

( a ) officiates in a higher permanent post or 
holds a higher temporary post continuously for not 
less than three years and retires or dies while so 
officiating or holding the higher post ; or 

(b ) is confirmed in such higher permanent 
post at any time during the last three years of his 
service after having officiated in that post continu 
ously for three years or more; 

his emoluments for pension in respect of the 
higher post for any period beyond three years con 
tinuous service in that post shall be determined under 
rule 70 as if he held in substantive capacity a per 
manent post on a time scale identical with that of 
the higher post. 

( 2 ) for computing the length of continuous 
service in respect of the higher post under clause ( 1 ) , 
all kinds of leave , all periods during which an officer 
officiated in a permanent post or held a temporary

4 ._ (a ) The employer shall maintain accounts of 
the Provident Fund in such a manner and submit 
such returns to the Regional State Commissioner, as 
the Central Provident Fund Commissioner may, from 
time to time direct . 

( b ) The employer shall furnish to the Regional 
State Commissioner such accounts relating to the 
Provident Fund of the establishment as the Central 
Provident Fund Commissioner may prescribe from 
time to time. He shall also furnish an annual state 
ment of accounts or a pass book , in such form as may 
be approved , to each subscriber who, but for the 
exemption , would have been a member of the Fund 
established under the Employees Provident Funds 
Scheme, 1952. 

( c ) The employer shall make all investment of 
accumulations accruing after the date of exemption , 
in Securities of the Central Government. The re - in 
vestment or conversion of securities on maturity 
shall also be in the securities of the Central Govern 
ment. The employer shall formulate a procedure for 


prompt investment of provident fund monies and shall 
get it approved from the Regional State Commis 
sioner . 

5. The employer shall afford such facilities for 
inspection of the accounts of the Provident Fund as 
the Central Provident Fund Commissioner may from 
time to time specify . 

6 . All expenses involved in the Administration of 
the Provident Fund Scheme including the mainte 
nance of accounts, submission of accounts and re 
turns, transfer of accumulations and payment of 
inspection charges shall be borne by the employer. 

7. The employer shall display on the notice board 
of his establishment in English a copy of the approv 
ed rules and the translation of salient points of the 
rules in the language of the majority of the workers. 

8. The employer shall within 3 months of the date 
of publication of this notification transfer to the Board 
of Trustees the accumulations standing to the credit 
of the employees who but for the exemption would 
have been members of the statutory fund. 

9 . When the Fund is wound up or exemption of 
the establishment is cancelled , accumulations stand 
ing to the credit of the employees who, but for the 
exemption would have been members of the statutory 
Fund, shall be transferred to that Fund as soon as 
possible and in any case not later than 30 days in the 
case of securities and not later than ten days in the 
case of cash in hand or bank , together with a state 
ment or statements as may be required by the 
Regional State Commissioner . 

10. The employer shall accept the past provident 
fund accumulations of an employee who is already a 
member of the Employees Provident Fund or an 
exempted Fund and who obtains employment in his 
establishment. Such an employee shall immediately 
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be admitted as a member of the establishment s Pro 
vident Fund . His accumulations which shall be trans 
ferred within 3 months of his joining the establish 
ment shall be credited to his account. 

11. The employer shall provide for nomination in 
his provident Fund Rules in accordance with the pro 
visions contained in paragraph 61 of the Employces 
Provident Funds Scheme, 1952 . 

12. The amount of the contributions shall be cal 
culated to the nearest quarter of a rupee, that is 12.5 
paise or more shall be counted as the next higher 
quarter of a rupee , less than 12.5 paise shall be ignor 
ed . The amount of inspection charges and damages 
shall be calculated to the nearest 5 paise , that is 
2.5 paise or more shall be counted as 5 paise and any 
amountless than 2.5 paise shall be ignored . 

13. On all repayable loans granted by the esta 
blishment interest shall be charged at the rate of 
41/2 % or 1 % above the rate allowed on the balance to 
the credit of the members whichever is higher. 

14. The employer shall pay to the Regional State 
Commissioner inspection charges payable failing 
which damages shall be paid at a rate fixed by the 
Central Government from time to time. 

15. Exemption granted by this notification is liable 
to be withdrawn by the State Central Government for 
breach of any of the aforesaid conditions or for any 
other sufficient cause which may be considered appro 
priate .

AWARD 
By Government Order No. 81562 /H4/63 /HLD dated 23-12-1963 of the 
Health and Labour Department (Health H ), Government ofKerala , referred 
the dispute between the partics described above for. adjuſication to the : 
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Industrial Tribunal, Ernakulam . Consequent to the abolition of the Industrial 
Tribunal, Ernakulam , the cases were re -referred to this court as per Govern 
ment Notification No. 73787/64/F1/HLD . dated 28th November, 1964 and 
accordingly this case was registered before this court as I. D. No. 96 of 1961. 
The only issue referred for adjudication is : 

“ Termination of services of workers N. K. Vironi, K , V. Baby and 
K. R. Baby.” 

2. The secretary of the Ernakulam Press Employees Union , submitted 
the claim statement on 20-1-1964. The contentions of the Union are as follows : 

The Employer is having a press by name St. Francis De Sale : press, 
Eranakulam , at Broadway , Eranakulam and the binding work attached to 
the Press is partly done in the above press and rtly in the house of the 
employer . The work done in the house of the employer is a part and parcel 
of the work carried on in the Printing Press at Broadway, and composing work 
for the press also is done in the Employer s residence. 

3. The workers Sarvasree Vironi, K. V. Baby and K. R. Baby entered 
into the service of the employer on 10-10-1961, 12-3-1961 and 2-1-1963 
respectively . Since the work of binding involved no sort of skill, all the workers 
were paid wages from the very inception of their entry into the employer s 
service . It is a misnomer to call these workers apprentices . 

4. The Union placed a charter of demands on 5-8-1963 for enhancement 
of wages and ent rcement of minimum wages etc. Since then.utual discus 
sions for a settlement failed the As isiant Labur Officer, Ernakulam conven . 
cd a bipartite conference and a settlement w..s arrived at on9 8-1963. By the 
Settlement the enployer agreed to pay the minimum wage rates to four work 
ers and regarding ihe workers now under dispute an enhancement was made 
in their wages. The minimum wage rate was nit made applicable to them 
since the employer pleaded that they did put up only comparatively smaller 
periods of service and their case would be considered after six months. 

5. Immediately after the settlement the employer served termination 
notice to the workers under disputc and their service was terminated legally. 
Even before the expiry ofth : notice period all the workers were sent away by 
the e nployer. Thus the action of the employer is a coloured one. 

6. The termination ofservice of these workers was illegal and arbitrary . 
It was in violation of all the principles of na ural justice. Even wages were 
not allowed to be received by the workers since the e oployer threatened the 
workers of belabouring, aad out of fear the workers left the est ub.ishment. 
The action of the empoyer was nothing but victimisation . It could be 
gathered so also fron subsequent steps tak :n by the enployer with regard 
to the rest of the four workers of the binding works. 

7. Since the action of the Employer is in violation of law the Union 
prays that the employer may be ordered to reinstate all the workers with 
back wages . It is also p.ayed that the contentions of the Union be upheld . 
and un awand may be passed accordingly , with costs to the Union . 
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8. The Management submitted the reply statement on 3rd February , 
1964 in which it was contended as under : 

The workers whose names are mentioned in the Icference orde were 
apprentices in the binding work carried on in the house of the Management. 
This enterprise is an entirely independent andsepacute business unconncctci 
with the business of the printing press in Broa lwty, E -nakulain . The three 
apprentices were domestic servants in fact and in their leisure time they were 
allowed to learn binding. They were paid petty amounts as domestic 
servants. Since the binding work is of a seasonal nature , the apprenticeship 
of these three girls were terminated with effect from 11-9-1963. 

9. The termination of the services of the apprentices were done bona fide 
in the best terest of the business. There is absolutely no idet to victimise 
any one ofthem . The settlement dated 9-3-1963 was entered into with the 
best of intent ons. But subsequently the slump in business left no choice , but 
to close the business . 

10. An apprentice is only a learner and not a worker and the pro 
visions of Labour Law does not apply to them . The stipends paid to them 
are not wages. There is no contract of employment between them and the 
Management. Therefore, the reference is also nithout merits and so the 
dispute may be dismissed . 

11. The Union submitted a rejoinder repudiating all the contentions of 
the Management in their reply statement. The case came up for evidence 
and the Union examined WWI and WW2 and exhibited wito W6 and 
MI and M2. The Management examined MWI and the case was posted for 
final hearing. 

12. Both the parties concerned filed a Joint Statement of Settlement, 
which is shown below as Annexure. Since I find the terms of the Joint 
statement of Settlement to be just and reasonable I pass this award in terms 
of the same. This award shall come into force after 30 days of its publication 
in the Government Gazette .
